— To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  the  support  of  the  poor  lor  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5th. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6th. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  and  raise  the  sum  of 
forty-two  dollars  interest  on  the  Ministerial  Fund  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7th. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
and  raise  for  repairs  of  schoolhouses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8th. — Tb  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
and  raise  for  the  purchase  of  school  books  for  the  ensuing  year.

— To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  yes  or  no  on  the 
question  of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to  en- 
title the  town  to  State  Aid  as  provided  in  Section  20,  Chapter 
130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  13th. — To,  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  raise 
the  sum  of  $533  for  the  improvement  of  the  section  of  State  Aid 
road  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  State  Highway  Commission  in 
addition  to  the  amount  regularly  raised  for  the  care  of  ways, 
highways  and  bridges,  the  above  amount  being  the  maximum 
which  the  town  is  allowed  to  raise  under  the  provision  of  Sec- 
tion 19  of  Chapter  130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913.

— To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  and  raise  the  sum 
of  seventy-five  dollars  ($75)  to  pay  a  Librarian  to  care  for  the 
Free  Public  Library. 

Art.  24th. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
and  raise  to  repair  the  Town  Farm  buildings. 

Art.  25th. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  George  H. 
Foster  the  sum  of  ($5.63)  five  dollars  sixty-three  cents,  it  being 
Reuben  Turner's  tax  for  1914. 

Art.  26th. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  to  aid  in  constructing  a  building  in  the  town  of  Canaan 
for  a  Library  building  and  fix  the  amount  so  to  be  raised  and 
determine  by  whom  said  money  shall  be  expended  and  pass  all 
votes  necessary  respecting  the  same.

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Report  of  Canaan  High  School 


To  the  Citizens  of  Canaan: 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  Supt.  C.  L.  Clement,  I 
present  the  following  report  concerning  the  work  and  the  needs 
of  our  high  school. 

Last  fall  the  school  was  placed  in  the  B  Class  of  high 
schools.  This  change  in  status  necessitated  a  change  in  work 
and  methods  to  some  degree.  Accordingly  we  have  endeavor- 
ed to  give  to  every  student  a  good  drill  in  and  a  fair  knowledge 
of  English  Grammar,  Composition  and  Rhetoric,  Arithmetic, 
Algebra,  Geometry,  Biology,  General  Science,  History  of  Maine 
and  its  Government,  Current  History  and  Civics. 

In  our  General  Science  and  Biology  courses  we  have  had 
the  benefit  of  a  small  labratory  this  past  term.  In  our  experi- 
mental work  we  are  becoming  acquainted  with  some  of  the 
chemical  elements  and  compounds  about  us,  together  with  chem- 
ical and  physical  changes  that  most  directly  affect  us  as  stu- 
dents and  people.  We  are  gaining  a  knowledge  of  foods  and 
their  nutritive  values,  as  well  as  an  insight  into  many  things 
that  vitally  concern  home  life,  both  within  and  without  doors. 
A  few  of  these  things  are:  Sanitary  anaylsis  of  drinking  wa- 
ter, sewerage  disposal,  proper  heating  and  ventilation  of  homes, 
disposal  of  garbage  and  refuse,  elimination  of  the  house  fly  and 
the  mosquito,  tests  for  wool  and  cotton  in  textiles,  personal  hy- 
giene, contents  of  the  soil,  selection  and  germination  of  seeds, 
prevention  of  disease,  etc. 

In  all  other  courses  we  have  made  good  progress,  every- 
thing considered.  We  have  aimed  to  make  our  work  practical 
and  individually  beneficial  to  every  student.  Our  school  train- 
ing is  a  part  of  and  not  detached  from  the  experiences  of  actual 
life  and  living.  This  fact  has  been  borne  in  mind  studiously 
throughout  the  year. 

Our  schoolrooms  are  very  improperly  heated  and  ventilated. 
Much  of  the  sickness  among  our  pupils  this  year  can  be  traced 
directly  to  poorly  heated  and  impure  air.  Our  blackboards  are 
so  poor  that  we  can  use  them  but  little.  This  fact  greatly  in- 
terferes with  all  work  in  Mathematics.  Our  library  is  con- 
spicuous by  its  lack  of  good  books. 
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Give  us  good  air  and  plenty  of  it,  clean  heat  evenly  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  rooms,  clean  windows  and  curtains  that 
will  work,  slate  blackboards,  a  sufficient  supply  of  text  books 
that  are  correct  and  up-to-date,  a  set  of  first  class  encyclopedias 
and  a  few  other  much  needed  reference  books,  a  few  dollars' 
worth  of  chemicals  and  laboratory  equipment,  together  with  a 
fair  amount  of  sympathy  and  moral  support,  and  you  will  have 
a  school  to  be  proud  of.  Refuse  us  these  things  and  you  are 
openly  defrauding  the  state,  misusing  town  money,  and,  worst  of 
all.  you  are  seriously  handicapping  your  children  for  life. 

Two  hundred  dollars  will  put  the  high  school  rooms  in 
very  good  condition,  provide  healthful  surroundings,  and  give 
us  necessary  materials  and  equipment  for  doing  the  work  re- 
quired of  us.  It  will  also  be  of  invaluable  aid  and  benefit  to 
students  and  town  people  alike. 

If  Canaan  is  to  be  judged  by  her  schools,  let  us  see  that  she 
is  entitled  to  a  worthy  judgment.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  to  you  my  third  annual  report  of 
the  condition  and  progress  of  your  schools. 

TEACHERS 

To  fill  vacancies  which  have  occurred  during  the  year  the 
following  teachers  have  been  secured:  Miss  Blake  Reed,  a 
graduate  of  Lincoln  Academy  Normal  Course;  Miss  Avis  Mad- 
docks,  a  graduate  of  Maine  Central  Institute  Normal  Course; 
Miss  Lenora  Runnals,  a  graduate  of  Maine  Central  Institute; 
Miss  Lucy  Reddington,  who  has  had  a  partial  course  at  Farm- 
ington  Normal;  Mrs.  Veronica  Martin,  a  graduate  of  Fort  Fair- 
field High  School;  Miss  Alice  Shine,  a  graduate  of  Orono  High 
School;  Mrs.  Charlotte  Foster,  a  graduate  of  Skowhegan  High 
School  and  a  partial  course  at  Farmington  Normal;  Mrs.  Mabelle 
Tarbelle,  a  graduate  of  Pembroke  High  School.  Of  these  teach- 
ers all  but  one  had  had  prevoius  experience  and,  considering 
the  salaries  paid  they  are  good  teachers  and  have  worked  hard 
to  make  their  schools  successful. 

One  of  the  most  serious  hindrances  to  the  progress  of  the 
schools  is  the  frequent  change  of  teachers.  We  have  lost  sev- 
eral good  local  teachers  on  account  of  not  being  able  to  pay 
what  they  can  get  elsewhere.  For  the  salaries  paid  it  is  not 
possible  to  get  teachers  of  much  training  and  those  who  have 
experience  will  stay  only  one  or  two  terms,  at  the  most,  as  they 
Will  get  more  salary  elsewhere.  Good  teachers  are  worth  just 
as  much  to  the  town  of  Canaan  as  to  the  surrounding  towns  yet 
the  avarage  salary  paid  is  $2.73  less  than  that  of  these  towns, 
and  $1.09  less  than  the  average  for  Somerset  county.  I  believe 
that  the  town  would  get  more  returns  for  the  money  expended 
if  it  would  raise  enough  to  make  it  possible  to  get  and  retain 
teachers  of  training  and  experience. 

Teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  the  same  as  last  year. 
"How  to  Secure  Good  Attendance,"  "School  Management,"  "The 
Technique  of  Teaching,"  "Equipment  of  the  Teacher,"  "The 
Recitation,"  "The  Teaching  of  Writing,"  "Nature  Work,"  and 
"Improvement  League  Work,"  are  some  of  the  topics  which  have 
been  discussed.  I  believe  these  meetings  are  a  help  towards 
better  work  in  the  schools  and  plan  to  continue  them. 
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SCHOOL  CONSOLIDATION 

The  policy  of  maintaining  small  schools  should  be  carefully 
considered  by  the  voters  of  the  town.  I  believe  the  time  will 
soon  come  when  there  will  be  not  over  three  schools  outside  of 
the  village,  one  in  the  north  part  of  the  town,  one  in  the  south 
part  and  one  on  the  road  to  the  Ferry.  At  present  there  are  but 
five  pupils  in  the  Brown's  Corner  school  besides  those  that 
come  from  out  of  town  and  one  of  these  will  graduate  this 
year.  It  would  seem  that  better  results  could  be  obtained  if 
this  school  should  be  transported  to  the  village,  or  to  the  Slab 
City  school  after  the  spring  term. 

Another  plan  which  would  result  in  a  saving  to  the  town 
and  would  make  a  better  school  would  be  to  discontinue  the 
Haskell  school  and  move  the  Moore's  Mills  building  to  a  loca- 
tion that  would  accommodate  that  school  and  the  lower  part 
of  the  Moore's  Mills  district.  This  would  give  the  town  but 
one  building  to  keep  in  repair  instead  of  two,  do  away  with 
transportation,  make  a  larger,  better  school  with  a  trained 
teacher,  at  less  expense  than  the  present  arrangement. 

The  schools  in  the  south  part  of  the  town  could  be  brought 
to  a  central  location  and  a  two  room  school  established  with 
little  or  no  transportation.  The  pupils  in  the  Nason  district 
could  be  transported  to  this  central  school  or  to  the  village.  For 
such  schools  better  teachers  could  be  secured  as  it  would  be 
possible  to  pay  higher  salaries,  and  teachers  prefer  the  larger 
rural  schools  and  the  two  teacher  schools  to  the  small  rural 
schools  and  can  be  retained  longer.  Larger  classes  with  more 
interest  and  competition  would  result  in  better  work  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils.  In  the  matter  of  repairs  and  equipment  there 
would  be  a  large  saving  over  the  present  system  as  there  would 
be  six  rooms  to  supply  instead  of  eight,  and  five  buildings  to 
keep  in  repair  instead  of  nine. 

In  regard  to  consolidation  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Education,  Philander  Claxton,  says,  "It  is  a  movement  of  na- 
tional extent,  and  is  generally  regarded  as  the  greatest  means 
and  wisest  method  for  the  betterment  of  the  country  schools  and 
for  educational  progress  in  rural  communities."  The  plan  is  in 
successful  operation  in  thirty-two  States  and  is  endorsed  by 
leading  educators  generally. 
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SCHOOL  REPAIRS 

The  matter  of  new  seats  for  the  common  schools  should  re- 
ceive attention.  In  the  old  seats  the  pupils  are  un- 
comfortable and  work  at  a  great  disadvantage  especially  in 
writing.  Seventy-five  dollars  would  equip  a  room  with  twenty 
modern  desks.  Could  this  amount  be  spent  to  greater  advantage 
to  the  children  of  the  town? 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  lack  of  proper  ventilation 
and  to  the  uneven  heat  in  the  school  rooms.  At  a  very  small 
expense,  not  over  $10.00  each,  the  stoves  could  be  jacketed  and 
fresh  air  brought  in  and  warmed  before  circulating  in  the  room. 
This  would  prevent  drafts,  and  supply  fresh  air  thus  prevent- 
ing much  sickness  and  making  a  better  attendance  possible. 

The  floors  in  some  of  the  buildings  are  getting  badly  worn 
and  are  dusty.    They  should  be  replaced  by  new  floors. 

In  order  to  make  a  beginning  along  these  lines  a  larger  ap- 
propriation than  usual  will  be  asked  for. 


EXHIBITION. 

At  the  close  of  the  schools  in  June  the  second  annual  exhi- 
bition was  held.  In  addition  to  the  regular  exhibits  each  school 
represented  in  its  exhibit  and  on  the  program  a  special  topic. 
These  topics  were,  "Indians,"  "Expansion  of  the  United  States," 
"Birds,"  "Maine,"  "The  Flag,"  "Flowers,"  "Pilgrims,"  and  "Lin- 
coln." The  schools  did  especially  well  in  this  feature  which, 
not  only  added  much  interest  to  the  exhibition,  but  also  en- 
couraged the  schools  in  preparing  on  such  topics.  All  the  ex- 
exhibits  showed  improvement  over  the  first  exhibition.  The 
atendance  also  was  larger  and  the  interest  greater.  The  next 
exhibition  will  be  held  at  the  close  of  the  schools  in  June  and 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  make  it  the  best  yet  held. 


TEXT  BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

No  changes  have  been  made  during  the  year  in  text  books. 
During  the  coming  year,  however,  a  change  should  be  made  in 
the  reading  books  as  those  on  hand  are  old  and  in  poor  condi- 
tion. In  order  to  do  this  and  replace  other  books  which  are  in 
poor  condition  the  appropriation  should  be  increased  to  $125.00.

In  addition  to  the  regular  supplies  four  globes  have  been 
purchased  at  an  expense  of  $15.00.  I  would  strongly  recommend 
that  the  same  amount  as  last  year  be  raised  so  that  the  remain- 
ing schools  may  be  equipped  with  globes. 


IMPROVEMENT  LEAGUE  WORK 

Over  $90.00  has  been  spent  in  this  work  during  the  year.  This 
is  four  times  the  amount  spent  last  year  and  is  due  largely  to 
the  excellent  work  done  in  the  Whitten  district  where  improve- 
ments to  the  value  of  $58.35  have  been  made.  This  shows  what 
a  community  can  do  when  it  becomes  interested  in  its  school. 
The  Brock  and  Slab  City  schools  have  also  done  well  each  mak- 
ing improvements  to  the  value  of  $15.00.  Some  of  the  improve- 
ments made  are  as  follows: 

Primary  school,  bird  chart,  bird  pictures  and  a  sand  table; 
Grammar  school,  a  sand  table. 

Haskell  school,  a  waste  basket. 

Brock  school,  a  book  case  and  ten  books;  Slab  City  school, 
a  book  case,  a  clock  and  books. 

Whitten  school,  organ,  complete  chart,  clock,  water  jar, 
waste  basket,  set  wash  bowl,  five  lamps,  muslin  curtains,  cur- 
tain rods  and  curtains,  and  two  outside  windows. 

I  hope  that  as  good  a  record  may  be  made  next  year  and 
that  especial  interest  may  be  shown  in  enlarging  the  school 
libraries  which  have  been  started  in  the  schools. 


TRANSPORTATION 

There  seems  to  be  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  some 
as  to  the  obligation  of  the  town  in  regard  to  transportation  of 
pupils.  The  following  interpretation  of  the  law  by  the  State 
superintendent  will  make  the  matter  clear,  "While  the  discon- 
tinuance of  a  school  does  not  in  itself  constitute  any  claim  for 
conveyance,  since  the  law  imposes  the  obligation  of  carrying 
pupils  only  in  cases  where  it  becomes  necessary,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  school  committee,  yet  it  often  happens  that  closing 
a  school  creates  such  a  necessity  in  the  cases,  of  at  least,  part 
of  the  pupils. 
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This  transportation  may  be  furnished,  according  as  the 
committee  deem  necessary,  for  all,  or  a  part,  of  the  distance  be- 
tween the  home  and  the  school.  It  may  appear  necessary  to 
furnish  it  to  one  child  and  not  to  another  for  the  same  distance, 
because  of  extreme  youth  or  physical  disability  in  the  case  of 
the  first.  It  may  seem  necessary  to  provide  conveyance  for  cer- 
tain seasons  and  on  stormy  days  and  not  for  the  pleasant  sea- 
sons and  fine  weather.  This  power  of  discrimination  is  placed 
by  the  statute  entirely  with  the  local  school  authorities." 


HIGH  SCHOOL 

At  the  close  of  the  spring  term  Mr.  F.  G.  Davis  resigned 
from  the  principalship  of  the  High  school  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Tar- 
bell  was  secured  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Tarbell  has  a  success- 
ful record  as  a  teacher  and  under  his  management  the  school 
is  making  rapid  progress.  In  regard  to  the  details  of  High  School 
work  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  Mr.  Tarbell's  report  which  is 
included  herewith.
